They
admitted that some disreputable per-
sons had entered the theatrical pro-
fession during the war, but declared
that "it is impossible to control the
morals of large companies of girls."

Leading actors are amozed and an-
gered by the allegations of immoral-
ity, and assert that an Immediate in-
vestigation will be made.

POLICE UNION

TURNED DOWN

The District Commissioners today
turned down the request of Samuel
Gompers, president of the American
Federation of Labor, that the Com-

mission withdraw temporarily their
order compelling Washington police
to withdraw from organized labor.

In a letter to Mr. Gompers, Commis-
sioner Louis Brown low, speaking for
the Commission, declared they still
believe their action was proper. He
raid the Commissioners . did not in-

tend to "back down" on the order,
and that they were determined the
police should not be connected with
outside labor organizations.

A. F. of L. Displeased.
Mr. Gompers, with Frank Morrison,

secretary for the federation, con-

ferred with the Commissioners yes-
terday for more than one hour and

half. They expressed disapproval
at the Commission's action.

With a temporary victory won by
the City Policemen's Union over the
Commissioners through the courts.
Attorneys Wilton J. Lambert and Ru-
dolph Yeatman, counsel for the police,
and the District corporation counsel
today are preparing arguments to pre-
sent to the District Supreme Court on
September 11. the date set for a hear-
ing on the writ of injunction sought

the union.
Injunction Is Iasaed.

Justice Ashley M. Gould yesterday
issued an order restraining the Dis-

trict Commissioners temporarily from
dismissing or suspending any member

the police force, who, in violation of
the Commission's orders, remain af-
filiated with organized labor after
midnight, September 7.

Until the court gives a final de-

cision on the writ of injunction, ask-
ing for a permanent annulment of the
commission's order, the restraining
edict of the court remains In effect.

That the Commission does not in-

tend to "back down" on its order and
that counsel for the District will make

strong fight in the courts is certan.

ALLIED RULE IN

FIUME IS URGED

Commission, in Report, to
Propose Mission to Admin-

ister City's Affairs.

MILAN, Italy. Sept. C The inter
allied commission of four generals,
which was sent to Fiume to investi-
gate the rival territorial claims of
the Italians and Jugo-Slav- s, is about
to report and will recommend the ap
polntment of an allied commission to
administer the affairs of the city. The
Secolo stated today.

According to The Secolo, the com-
mission will make the following rec-
ommendations In addition:

1. Dissolution of the national coun-
cil, to be replaced by a representa-
tive council elected under the super-
vision of the peace conference in
Paris.

2. Disbanding of the Fiume volun-
teers league.

3. Reduction of the Italian military
contingent.

4. Suppression of the French naval
base at Fiume.

5. Appointment of an Anglo-Americ- an apolice force to insure order at
Flume.

FINDINGS AFTER YEARS OF STUDY. ;
These endings of the ' commission,

made after years of studyt Investiga-
tion and lengthy hearings, are con-

curred in by CoL C. W. Kutz, chair-
man of the commission,- - and Louis
Brownlow. The other member of the
commission, W. Gwynn Gardiner, dis-

sents from the finding of the major-
ity of the members and has been en-
gaged for some days in writing a mi-

nority jreporL
Mr. Gardiner believes the fair valu

ation of both properties should be
higher than, given by his colleagues
and .bis dissenting opinion win be
made public as soon as completed by
him.

W. R, & E. Sere to Appeal.
There appeared to be no doubt to-

day that the Washington Railway and
Electric Company will appeal from
the decision of fair valuation to the!

The experts employed by tne
company have testified, unanimously,
that the properties are far more valu-
able than fixed by the Commissioners.

A Basis for Future Rates.
The findings will now become the

basis upon which the Commission will
fix rates to be charged the public for,
fares In the District. Tne commis-
sion will to these valuations
until the courts have finally passed
upon them. On a 6 per cent return
to the Washington Railway and Elec-
tric Company the "Commission will at-
tempt to fix rates In this city so that
the earnings of the company, after
all expenses of operation have been
paid, will amount to substantially
S98G,000 a year, sufficient to pay the
interest on the bonded debt and allow

small sum for interest on preferred
stock. The balance of the interest
on preferred stock wjll have to be
paid out of net earnings of the Poto-
mac Electric .Light Company, which
belongs to the W. R. and E.

Basis of CobcIbmIoh.
In a summary as to its conclusions

to the Capital Traction Company
the ('ommlstion states that It has
"valued the property as a going con-
cern. It feels tnat m so doing it has
amply covered and allowed, from
every viewpoint, the going
concern value of the company."

Exactly the same view is taken as
the value of tho Washington Rail-

way and Electric properties.
The Commission rests Its final con-

clusions largely upon the reasoning
adopted by former Associate
Hughes, of the BtategJ3upreme
Court, in his opinion asgeeree in
the case of the BrooarynBorough
Gas Company.

The concluding portion of the find-
ings is as follows:

Based Oa Normal Times.

"Give my re--
gards to all our mutual friends, and
tell them that homesickness is begin-
ning to overpower me," writes ex-Cro-

Prince Frledrich Wilhelm Jn a
letter to Captain Aaker, a former
member of his- - personal staff.

The letter, published in the- - Tage-iich- e
Runschau, continues:

"1 can say that I have always tried
to keep my feet on terra flrma; to see
life as It really is, and not to attachmyself with rock-lik- e persistence to
the old Prussian traditions. Tradi-
tion, however, is a good thing it hasits good sides.,

"During the war I believed I wasdoing my duty, and I did what I
conceived aVsUch. I saved the blood
ot my soiaiers, and I lightened their
burdens as much as I could, not tak--
i"s uj kuiuigru tor myself tnat Icould not also give ahem.

"Events have run their course, andour duty today is to contribute to theresuFcltatlcn of the German neonle.
and to heal the wounds our unfortu
nate atnenand is suffering from.

"Personally. I am not despairing.
I am not a broken man. I try to view
tho event" without prejudice calmly,
and coolly as a student.

"My Immediate preoccupation Is toprepare, for myself and family, a new
life, in new surroundings, and I eag-
erly await the moment whea I may
occupy in my Deiovea Germany
place, no matter how small aad mod--1
est. where I can work aad helpla tke
reconstruction.''
